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Applicants responded to the March 29, 2006 Office Action on August 7, 2006. 



Part of the March 29, 2006 response, supported by exhibits, explained why Applicants believed 
the references on the aforesaid pages 11 and 12 had previously been submitted to the PTO in a 
priority application. The Exhibits included copies of previously submitted Forms PTO-1449 
showing that the items listed on pages 11 and 12 had previously been submitted in a priority 
application. Page 3 of the response stated, in part: 



The PTO is able to review all of the references listed on pages 11 and 12 
because they have been submitted to the PTO in the '881 application. If, 
however, the PTO is unable to locate any of these references, Applicants 
will supply another copy of them. 

In an Office Action dated January 23, 2007, the PTO expressed a belief that the 



exhibits filed with the August 7, 2006 response failed to comply with 37 C.F.R. § 1.98(a)(1). 
The PTO did not state whether or not it could locate the items listed on the aforesaid pages 11 
and 12.
